As to Applicant's arguments regarding Lortz does not describe providing a property/event notification to the device because 
"allowing the client to send property commands to change properties of the devices" (col. 4, lines 10-11) is not eguate to 
providing a property/event notification. Examiner respectfully disagrees because as set forth in the pervious Office action, 
under the Response to Arguments section, the Office action clearly pointed out that Lortz teaches "device may ... software 
object capable of receiving commands and signaling property changes" (col. 3, lines 26-30. Thus, "receiving signalling property 
changes" is the same as of receiving property/event notification. Furthermore. Applicant failed to response why the cited 
passages does not teach the claim limitations. Therefore, the arguments are not persuasive and the rejection is maintained .
